AND toreſchewing. of malicious dilators of choſe who have omitted

deceaſe. Neither ſhall it be lawtull after year and day after the expiring of 
the ſaid taxation, to intend any ſuch aRion. A N D incaſe any perſon pur- 
chaſe wodſetof Lands, & ſer the ſame back again in tak ro him who wod- 
ſetthe ſame, The takimen, poſleſiors of the Lands , ſhall pay forthe ſtenr 
of the Lands,8 the haver of the wod- ſer ſhal pay for the annual-rene of his 
money which he hath on the Land , as ifrhe ſame were imployed for an- 
nuall-rent. A T.TO U R irſhall not be lawfull by no manner ot way 
to any creditor , to get reliefe of his debtor for this taxation which is im-

A N D incaſe any perſon depare our of this Kingdome after 
the publication of ghis preſent At, the ſame ſhall no wayesexcuſe him 
from giving up an inventar of his annuall-reats, and payment of the ſaid 
Taxation , and underlying of the danger contained in this preſent Act. 
But they who are preſently forth of this Kingdome, and ſhall not rezurne 
before the tearme of Whitſunday , in the year of God , one thouland fix 
hundered thirtie five,they ſhall not come under the danger of this AR un- 
till the ccarm of Martinmaſle thereafter, providing, that at that cerme, 
they give up their inventars , and pay their Taxation, as if chey had beene 
preſent within the Kingdome, before the fozelaid retme of Martinmaſle :

offices of Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bayliffs are heritable, and the Proveſt and 
Bayliffs of free Burrowes, theſe heritable officers and their depurcs, for 
whom they ſhall bee holden co anſwer, anf! Proveſt and Bailieffs of tree 
Burrowes , ſhall colleR the ſaid Taxation , and make payment thereof ro 
his Majeſties ColleQor generall of -his ſaid Taxations. And where theſe 
offices of Sheriffs, Stewarts, and Bayliffs , are not hericable bur change- 
able ; The Clerks within the ſaid juriſdictions (having their otfices ad vi- 
tam) ſhall bee colle&ors thereof.

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ready found ſufficient caution for diſcha:ging of their offices, they ſhall 
bee holden before they have any intromiſſion with the ſame Taxation, 
or exerciſe their office of Sheriff Clerk , after the foreſaid terme of Mar- 
cinmaſſe, in the year of God,'one thouſand fix hundered thirtie tour years, 
co find ſufficient caution for that effect. AND where there are no heri- 
table Officers , nor Clerks ( having their offices ad vitam) and have not 
found caution in manner abovewritten , the ſaid Colleor genecrall of his 
Majeſties Taxation , and his Depures in hisname ſufficiently authorized 
by him, and for whom hee ſhall bee holden ro anſwer, And whoſe name 
hee ſhall cauſe publiſh ar the Market croſfe of:the head Burgh ofthar ju- 
riſdition , where there is no heritable Officers nor Clerks (4d vitam) 
that his Majeſtics Lieges may, know to whom they ſhall make payment, 
ſhall colle&, and uplite the ſame Taxation ;*which payment being made, 
the receiver theceot ſhall bee obliged ro deliver to the payer thereof an 
acquitrance upon the receipt of the lame, gratis , without payment of any 
money for the ſame. IT IS likewiſe provided, that the fees of the col- 
-le&ors and receivers of the fame Taxation of annuall-rents. ſhall be, like- 
as hereby they are remitted to the diſcretion & arbitrement of the Lords 
of his Majeſtics privic Councell , to bee ſet downe and agreed upon b 
them. AND and the ſaid Eſtates hereby diſcerne and declare, thar all 
burgeſſes and freemen within burgh , albeit they be texed in the ordinary 
Taxation above written , with their neighbours , conforme to the order 
preſcribed for colleAing ofthe burrowes part of the ſaid ordinary Taxa- 
tion ; yet the ſame ſhall no wayes liberate nor free them from payment of 
their parrs of the ſaid extraordinary Taxation , according to the propor- 
tion of the fixteenth penny of their annuall-rents , bur ſhall bee 1 able in 
ayment thereof, as others his Majeſties Lieges are. ATTOUR the 
aid Eſtatcs aunuall, and diſcharge all priviledges, and immunities what- 
ſoever, whereby any perſon may thinke themſelves free of payment of 
any part of this preſent extraordinary Taxation , the priviledges and im- 
muniries granted co the ordinary Lords of Seſſion , with the annuall-rents 
due to'be payed to Colledges , Schools, and Hoſpiralls, or mortified 
for ſuſtentation and upholding of Kirks snd bridges, with the annuall- 
rent that might bee claimed of poor People , whoſe ſtock exceeds nor 


the ſumme of five hundred Merks Scots , only excepted.

burgh, Peir and Shore of Lieth, uponthreeſcoredaies warning,tomake 
payment of that ſumme,that they andilke one of them aretaxr unto, for 
every one of the ſaid ſix termes, To the Colletor generall of the ſaid 
raxation, appointed orto beeappointed by his Marnsr1s, or his De- 
putesand Officers inhis name, having his power and commiſſion to re. 
ceivethe ſame,at the particular termes aboye-written,under the paine of 
rebellion, and putting of them rothe horne. And if they failye therein, 
at the by-paſling of cvery one of the ſaid termes, Todenouncethe diſo- 
beyers rebels, and put them to the horne, and toeſcheat, &c. Andthar 
thePrelates, and beneficed perſons,and ſuch Noblemen, and others, in

according to the ſumme they ſhall beetaxt unto ; To the ſaid Prelates, 


and other beneficed perfons, and to the ſaid Noblemen, and others, har 
vil power to reecive te lame, within twentie dayes next after the 


charge, under the paine of rebellion, &c. And if they failye, &c. To 
denounce, 8c. and eſcheat, &c. And to poynd and diſtrenyie therefore, 
asthey ſhall think moſt expedient: Providing alwaies, that the firſt terms 
payment of the ſaid taxarion beeeverpaſt, before the next termes pay- 
ment be charged for. And the Eſtates declare, That the production of 
ſufficient hornings againſt rhe ſaid vaſſals, fewars, takſmen gate. 
ners, ſhall be a relieferotheſaid Prelates, Lords of erection, and bene- 
ficed perſons, and ſhallexoner them (pro #anto) from payment of the 
ſaid taxation.Providing that the ſame hornings, with their raxt ralls au- 
thentickly made and ſubſcribed by the ſaid Prelates, Lords of — 
and other beneficed perſons, and by their Fewers, Vaſlals, Takſ-men 
Penſioners in manner hereafter preſcribed, containing the particular 
ſumme which each one of them aretaxtunto, bee delivered to the Col- 
leor of the ſame Taxation, withinthe ſpace of threeſcore dayes after 
every Terme:Otherwiſe he ſhal be no wayes obliged to receiyethe ſame, 
neither ſhall the Prelate, Lord of ereQion, nor beneficed perfon bee 
exonered by produttion of the ſameat any time thereafter.
